Green Line 

by James Giese 

I rode Metro from Green¬ 
belt to E\)rt Totten on the 
Green Line. I did it on a 
media preview tour sponsor¬ 
ed by Metro. While I and 
about 40 other media repre¬ 
sentatives, some towing 
camera operators, gawked at 
the new stations, workers 
were bustling about getting 
everything ready for the 
grand opening on December 
11. On that day, everyone 
will have a chance to ride the 
new green line for free—but 
never again. 

At the Greenbelt Station, I 
got another one-time-only chance. 

I ate doughnuts and drank cof¬ 
fee inside the station, an act 
that is forbidden to Metro riders. 
While we ate and drank, Metro 
Director of Public Affairs Pa¬ 
tricia A- Lambe, Project Mana¬ 
ger David W. Couch and Assist¬ 
ant General Manager for Rail 
Services Fady P, Bassily told us 
about the new line. 

This will be the biggest open¬ 
ing to take place until 2001. The 
Green Line extension consists of 
eight new route miles for the 
system and adds four new sta¬ 
tions—Greenbelt, College Park, 
Prince Georges Plaza and West 


Hyaittsville. The total cost is 
$873 million, of which $60,6 mil¬ 
lion comes from the state, $114.4 
million from Prince Georges 
County and the District and the 
rest from the federal govern¬ 
ment. Much of the new route— 
6.7 miles—is in the county. 

26,000 Riders 

Metro expects ridership to 
reach 26,000 passenger trips a 
day within six months, of which 
22,000 will be new riders to the 
system and the remainder cur¬ 
rent riders now using other sta¬ 


tions. To get these passengers 
to the stations, Metro bus ser¬ 
vice will undergo many route 
changes (see separate story) and 
there will be 5,500 parking spaces 
at the situations for automobiles. 
Greenbelt, where 5,600 riders 
are expected to board each week, 
will have most of these spaces— 
3,500. Also, there will be an 
interconnection with the MARC 
Commuter Rail at Greenbelt, 
where the new station is already 
serving MARC commuters.

New bus routes through¬ 
out the northern part of 
Prince Georges County will 
go into effect on Sunday, De¬ 
cember 11. Greenbelt will be 
served by three bus routes 
and seven bus routes will 
come to the new Greenbelt 
Metro station. 

The new timetable/schedules 
should be available as of Friday, 
December 3 on buses and ait 
metro stations. For a quick sum¬ 
mary of the new bus routes, look 
for the green pamphlet entitled 
“Metrobus Service Changes, Ef¬ 
fective Sunday, December 12, 
1993 ” on buses and at Metro 
stations For further information 
on bus routes call metro bus in¬ 
formation at (202) 637-7000. 

For general information about 
the new metro stations look for 
the Metro Rider News pamphlet 
at Metro stations. 

Bus route maps were recently 
released and examination of the 
maps tells much about the new 
routes The full flavor of the 
routes cannot be savored until 


the timetables are examined and 
frequency of bus service and 
ease of connecting between buses 
can be deduced 

Three buses will travel through 
Greenbelt. Springhill Lake will 
still be served by the R12 bus. 
Greenbelt East will be served by 
the T15/16/17 and R12 and the 
central part of the city will be 
served by the T15/16/I7, R12 
and' C2. Three current routes to 
Greenbelt will be eliminated — 
the F6 will be drastically rerout¬ 
ed and come nowhere near Green¬ 
belt and th Rll and Rl-5 commu¬ 
ter routes will be eliminated. 
Their service will be picked up 
by other bus routes. 

Springhill Lake 

The R12 bus route will travel 
the same route through Spring¬ 
hill Lake that it currently does. 
Residents of this section of the 
city will be only a short bus 
ride away from the Greembelit 
Metro station and the rest of 
Greenbelt on this newly modified 
bus route. 

Greenbelt East 

Greenbelt East residents will 
continue to have the same ser¬ 
vice from the Tlb/16 bus route 
that they now enjoy. There will 
also be rush hour service bo the 


new Goddard Corporate Park 
on the new T17 route, which in 
other respects is the same as 
the existing T16 route. 

The new R12 route will travel 
the same route that the R15 
commuter bus did to the New 
Carrollton Metro station: Han¬ 
over Parkway, Mandan Road, 
Ora Glen Drive, Hanover Park¬ 
way, Princess Garden Parkway 
and then to the Metro station. 
Alternatively, people can head 
west and take the R12 to the new 
Greenbelt Metro station via the 
central part of the city.

Ivy Lane 

At a November 19 work ses¬ 
sion, the council members began 
worrying about possible parking 
problems around the Metro sta¬ 
tion as commuters tried to avoid 
paying the Metro parking fees. 
The three areas of concern are: 
Ivy Lane in Capital Office Park 
(.9 miles from the station), 
Cherrywood Lane between Ivy 
Lane and Edmonston Road (Ken¬ 
ilworth Avenue) and Cherrywood 
Lane between Springhill Drive 
(.8 miles) and Greenbelt Road. 
On street parking is currently 
permitted in all three areas. 

Director of Planning and De¬ 
velopment Celia Wiison doubted 
that commuters would immedi¬ 
ately park outside the station 
area. She recommended that 
parking on Ivy Lane be prohibit¬ 
ed immediately, but that no ad¬ 
ditional restrictions be placed 
on Cherrywood Lane parking. 

In a telephone interview, she 
said the recommendation for im¬ 


mediate action on Ivy Lane was 
in response to council’s desire to 
prevent commuters from becom¬ 
ing accustomed to parking in 
this location. 

Although the Springhill Drive 
area of Cherrywood Lane Is 
slightly closer than Ivy, Wilson 
said that she recommended de¬ 
laying action in this area because 
of “a known parking problem’” 
for residents of Springhill Lake. 
She said the city wants to see 
the impact of the station open¬ 
ing on parking before restrict¬ 
ing parking on Cherrywood,

Nancy Slepicka, attorney for 
Capital Office Park (OOP) ob¬ 
jected to the on-street parking 
ban o® Ivy Lane, particularly 
on such short notice and with¬ 
out prior consultation with her 
client. She urged council to wait

Margaret Hogensen, a former 
member of the board of direc¬ 
tors of GHI, wants us to trust 
the current imperial board to 
make all the decisions regarding 
GfHI finances and fees. “Only 
the board,” she believes, “is in 
a position to make those de¬ 
cisions” affecting the way GHI 
is run. 

'Ms- Hogensen’s faith in the 
imperial board is curious, if not 
frightening. GHI is a coopera¬ 
tive in which the members are 
supposed to make the decisions 
affecting their lives. The very 
board to which Ms. Hogensen 
would have us turn over our 
decisions has consistently raised 
fees despite record low interest 
rates and inflation, and has will¬ 
fully violated the members’ di¬ 
rective to release salary infor¬ 
mation. 

So long as GHI members con¬ 
tinue to allow the board to im¬ 
pose its will on us, we will con¬ 
tinue to pay more money and 
receive fewer services. In the 
five years I have lived in a 
GHI unit, I have paid over $17,- 
000 in fees. Multiplied by 1500— 
the approximate number of oc¬ 
cupied GHI homes—that amounts 
to over $26 million in fees paid 
to GHI over the past five years. 
What have we received for our 
money? Has the board been re¬ 


sponsive to our needs, or has it 
acted to preserve its own bu¬ 
reaucratic interests? Should we 
continue to pay higher fees de¬ 
spite low inflation and interest 
rates? Should we take Ms. Ho- 
gensen’s advice and continue to 
let the board of directors make 
our decisions for us? 

The GHI elites would prefer 
that the members remain pas¬ 
sive and accept their decision 
about the way our cooperative 
is run and financed. But, 
throughout the world, people are 
taking control of their lives, and 
making the decisions that affect, 
their lives. To paraphrase Moth¬ 
er Jones, don’t complain, orga¬ 
nize! Please attend the meeting 
on December 5, and let your 
voice be heard.

Fm surprised by Margaret 
Hogensen’s statement in the 
News Review (Nov. 25), that 
only the Board knows best. How 
can she say that after attending 
the GHI budget hearing? The 
staff and Board treasurer often 
answered: “I don’t know” or 
“It’s none of your business.” 

You can’t run an effective 
democratic coop with this atti¬ 
tude. 

We members know how our 
homes are or aren’t maintained. 
We know if we’re getting a good 
deal for the approximately $70 
million we've paid GHI since cbe 
rehab days of 1980-84. About 50 
percent of that goes to pay fixed 
costs such as real estate taxes, 
but that leaves about $28 million 
in discretionary spending. 

That $28 million is split be¬ 
tween “Maintenance and Im¬ 
provements” (25%) and “Admin¬ 
istration” (15% ). A large chunk 
of that money goes to salaries 
and benefits for the 48-person 
team at GHI. 

Like Ms- Hogensen, I urge you 
to come to the meeting at the 
new school, Sunday, December 
5, at 2 p.m. Bring your knowledge 
of GHI to this meeting and do 
what the GHI Board has proved 
itself incapable of doing: Find 
ways to accomplish the same or 


higher levels of service a* less 
cost! 

A band of people determined 
to prevent any changes at GHI 
will come to the meeting. Don’t 
let your desire to improve GHI 
be defeated by one of their 
votes.

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A Greenbelt Gardener

Plarft some daffodil bulbs in a 
flower pot, so you can have 
spring color indoors in the late 
winter. Place the bulbs about 
half way in the pot using as 
many as you can jam in. Then 
place the pot outside for eight 
weeks. To prevent the bulbs from 
freezing up either cover the whole 
pot with mulch or bury the pot 
in a hole all the way up to the 
rim of the pot. 

Eight weeks later bring the 
pot inside. Treat it as you would 
any of your indoor plants. The 
daffodils should bloom weeks be¬ 
fore those outside. 

Trees and shrubs can still be 
planted during these last few 
weeks of the year before the 
soil freezes up. Dig a hole no 
deeper than the container and 
two to three times as wide as 
the container. No more than 20- 
25% of the soil mixture you use 
in planting should be soil amend¬ 
ments such as fertilizer or ma¬ 


nure. 

Now that you have the hole 
and soil prepared take the tree 
or shrub out of the container. 
Make four vertical gashes about 
an inch or two deep down the 
four sides of the root ball This 
cuts the small roots so they dn’t 
grow in a circle around the root 
ball that came out of the con¬ 
tainer, but will rather grow out 
into the surrounding soil. If the 
plant is in burlaps, take the bur¬ 
lap off the top of the root ball 

Fill the hole some so that the 
plant sits with 1/4 to 1/3 of the 
root ball above the soil. Then use 
the rest of soil to create a slope 
so that the soil slopes gently 
around, from the trunk to the lev¬ 
el of the currounding soil. Make 
sure no burlap is exposed to the 
air for it would wick away water 
from the plant. 

When picking out a tree or 
shrub at the store, look for heal¬ 
thy looking plants. Avoid those 
with stems that are loose in the 
pot or with lots of roots graw- 
ing out of the bottom.

GHI Budget Summary 

This information , prepared for the Greenbelt Homes , 
Inc. Newsletter , is provided to give News Review readers 
some background information on the GHI budget in advance 
of the special meeting on Sunday f December 5 at 2 p,m. in 
the Greenbelt Elementary School. 

The 1994 budget, approved by the Board of Directors, 
provides for continuing the scheduled capital improvement 
projects designed to repair the community's infrastructure, 
to make necessary repairs and replacements of deteriorating 
building components, and to implement preventive main¬ 
tenance programs. These expenditures represent an invest¬ 
ment in the community and its future, not merely to main¬ 
tain the “status quo,” according to the budget document. 


GHI hopes that this program 
will obviate the need for an¬ 
other rehabilitation program 
which in 1980/1981 cost the co¬ 
operative in excess of $30 mil¬ 
lion including interest. 

The net effect of the 1994 bud¬ 
get will increase monthly char¬ 
ges for the frame homes by 
4.2%, the masonry homes by 
3.7%, and the larger homes by 
3.1%. 

The 1994 budget provides for

sheathing metal posts with vinyl, 
masonry structure repairs, and 
frame home pipe removal); long 
range replacement of building 
components (water heater s, 
frame porch roofs, frame porch 
decks, frame home roofs, ma¬ 
sonry plumbing risers, owned 
garage doors, larger home roofs, 
and sidewalks); improved infra¬ 
structure (underground sewer 
replacement and frame home 
sewer mains); and members* 
maintenance requests.

The total for employee salar¬ 
ies has been increased by 4.75% 
to maintain parity with salaries 
being paid by other employers 
including the City of Greenbelt 
for work similar to that per¬ 
formed by GHI. (City employees 
received cost of living increase 
of 5.2% to 5.5%*) 

Members who meet prescribed 
income limits can defer the in¬ 
crease in their monthly charges 
scheduled to become effective 
January 1, 1994 until their units 
are sold or transferred. Twenty- 
six members are already par¬ 
ticipating in this program. In¬ 
formation about this program 
and copies of the budget may be 
obtained at the GHI office.

Gray Panthers Discuss 
Turner Education Report

At its November meeting the 
Gray Panthers of Prince Geor¬ 
ges County. Greenbelt Network, 
discussed the Turner Commission 
Report on education in Prince 
Georges County. The speaker 
was Suzanne Plogman. member 
of the Prince Georges County 
School Board- Those present 
heard Plogman and a member of 
the Retired' Teachers’ Associa¬ 
tion (RTA) express concerns 
because no one from this county 
served on the Commission, mem¬ 
bers of the School Board were 
not asked for input, and mis¬ 
representations about the county 
school system made their way 
into the report. Representatives 
of the Prince Georges County 
RTA encountered opposition in 
gaining access to the informa¬ 
tion that led to the report, 

The Turner Commission, head¬ 
ed by retired CIA Director 
Stansfield Turner, was created 
to study the county government 
and offer reform proposals- The 
bulk of the report concentrated 
on the school system. It was, in 
part, funded by public money, 
with the rest coming from the 
county Chamber of Commerce. 

The report proposed privatiz¬ 
ing some county schools, and re¬ 
moving from the school board 
the right to hire the superin¬ 
tendent and to draft the annual 
school budget. This, in the opin¬ 
ion of some, would politicize the 
process. 

Those present at the meeting 
approved a resolution to form 
a coalition of groups opposing 
the report and to support a study 
of the report in depth- After¬ 
wards, the Gray Panthers will 
determine what action to take 
to further the cause of educa¬ 
tion in P.G- County.

SCHM00ZIES OFFERS 
MANY MENU CHOICES

Schmoozies hair and grillery is 
the newest restaurant in Beltway 
Plaza, located in the site form¬ 
erly occupied by Beefsteak Char¬ 
lie's It's been renovated in pleas¬ 
ing colors of aqua and black. The 
large interior seats 200, but when 
not full, it appears stark and un¬ 
inviting. 

The menu too is undergoing 
some experimentation. There are 
miore than 41 entrees on the din¬ 
ner menu, not including the char¬ 
grilled hamburgers and sand¬ 
wiches, A large variety of salads, 
steaks, ribs, seafood and pasta 
dishes are available. The lunch 
menu is similar to the dinner 
menu but includes more than 20 
specialty sandwiches in additioi 
to the hamburgers and grilled 
entrees. 

Since the owner/manager Pete 
Repole is associated with “Three 
Brothers,” the popular Italian 
restaurant in Beltway Plaza, the 
Italian dishes offered on the menu 
excel. The eggplant rollettes 
(sic) are fried, rolled and stuff¬ 
ed with spinach and ricotta 
cheese, topped with a flavorful 
tomato sauce and mozzarella 
cheese. Three large rolletes come 
on a platter, accompanied by a 
small salad and bread. 

The serving of chicken floren- 
tine was generous enough to sat¬ 
isfy two people. Three large 
chicken breasts were sauteed in 
butter and served on a bed of 
linguini and spinach. The chick¬ 
en was perfectly cooked and 
juicy. The linguini was somewhat 
overcooked and the white cream 
sauce was runny, perhaps because 
it was not properly drained. 

By scrutinizing the menu, 
patrons can often determine the 
strengths of the chef. If in doubt 
about what to order when faced 
with an extensive menu such as 
Schmoozies offers, seek the wait¬ 
er’s advice. For example, the 
grilled chicken and beef, the ribs

I am a thousand feet over Greenbelt in a tiny Cessna 
150, too riveted by what I am seeing' to think about how I 
got drawn into this. I have always been a nervous flyer. 
And recently I was covering an airplane crash for the

There was something about 
the College Park AirFair, 
though, September 19.

The aficionado who noticed my 
longing look at the people lined 
up for the short-hop flights and 
said, ‘*Go ahead. It’s no worse 
than pulling your car out of the 
driveway. You’ll enjoy it.” 

And it was a splendid, cloud¬ 
less day, warm enough to instill 
complacency, cool enougn to cov¬ 
er the wreckage of a middle- 
aged body with a dignified 
amount of clothing. 

And finally, there was Bobbi 
Boucher. 

I was lingering at the ticket 
table when she walked up and 
struck up a conversation. It 
turned out Bobbie Boucher 
(pronounced boo-SHAY) is the 
owner of The Plane Doctor, an

shops at Hyde Field in Clinton, 
Md. and Shannon Field m Fred¬ 
ericksburg, Va. 

She has numerous FAA cre¬ 
dentials for flying and repairing 
aircraft. As a pilot she is rated to 
fly commercial aircraft, multien¬ 
gine craft and seaplanes. She can 
also fly using only instruments, 
the most difficult rating. She has 
an aircraft mechanic’s license 
and is also rated as an aircraft 
inspector. 

Asked about how she is re¬ 
ceived by her male colleagues, 
she smiles. It’s a low-key smile 
that kind of sneaks up on you. 
She says, “Some of them are 
intimidated by the ratings,” Fe¬ 
male pilot-mechanics, she ex¬ 
plains, are rare. 

I am interviewing, you un¬ 
derstand. Taking notes. I have 
a reason to be here. It nas noth¬ 
ing to do with jumping into a 
plane no heavier than a Honda 
Civic. I am learning interesting 
facts about the aircraft business. 
I am scribbling like mad. Just 
the facts. Somehow, though, she 
scopes me out 

She smiles subtly. “So,” she 
says, “you want me to take you 
up?” 

“Uh,” I say, “sure.” And I 
do. But until that moment, I 
hadn’t quite connected. She real¬ 
ly flies the damn thing. 

We approach the plane. It 
looks as substantial as a surf¬ 
board. Although the plane has 
already been checked by some¬ 
one else, Bobbi runs through a 
preflight safety check. 

Before we climb into the 
cabin, she asks me if I’d like to 
sit on the driver’s side. First I 
take her seriously, and I am 
alarmed. “No!” I say emphati¬ 
cally. Then I think she is jok¬ 
ing, I chuckle. Then I realize 
she is quite serious, but that 
it’s not quite what I thought. 
The plane has dual controls and 
can be flown from either seat. 
Nevertheless, I sit on the right. 

It is cramped inside. The con¬ 
trol panel bristles with meters

and gauges and knobs. Every¬ 
thing exudes a certain cool 
ominousness. Flat. Emotionless. 
No hysterics. Just: Don’t touch 
me. Underneath my feet are 
mysterious pedals. Space is so 
limited that I can’t avoid them. 

Bobbi hands me a headset. 
Despite the fact that we are 
crowded together thigh-to-thigh, 
we must communicate by radio 
because it’s so noisy in the cab¬ 
in. It’s an odd sensation, the 
aural equivalent of looking 
through a periscope. 

As the plane taxis forward 
into the queue, the pedals are 
squirming under my feet as 
though they were alive. They 
are operated in tandem, and 
Bobbi is working them like an 
organ player. They are steering 
the plane’s landing gear. I was 
reacting to them like auto pedals, 
anxious about flooding the en¬ 
gine, slamming on the brakes. 
Or something, 

(She revs the engine for a lit¬ 
tle while to check out its per¬ 
formance. Nervously, I ask her 
if the door is locked. She as¬ 
sures me it is, adding, “Don’t 
worry about it—you won’t be 
able to open it when we’re air¬ 
borne anyway.” I am not quite 
sure how to take this. Where are 
the parachutes? No parachutes. 
You can’t open the doors. 

We move down the runway. 
We’re not even up to freeway 
speed, and suddenly, we’re air¬ 
borne. Just like that. Like pull¬ 
ing the car out of the driveway. 
My anxiety melts away. We’re 
skimming into the air, rising 


rapidly. The ride, other than a 
little short-lived side-to-side wa¬ 
vering, is smooth. I remember 
to breathe. The view is, well, 
breathtaking. 

A Cessna 150, because of its 
large front and rear windows 
and because of the fact that its 
wings are attached to the roof 
of the cabin, affords virtually a 
360-degree view. There is not a 
breath of wind. It’s about 5:30 
p.m. and the sun is low and 
pinkish to our left, “Which way 
is Greenbelt?” she says. 

Over Greenbelt 

Greenbelt looks like a luxur¬ 
iant, dark green mat which furs 
the surface of the earth. 

It’s hard to see the houses 
'beneath the trees. We are at a- 
ibout a thousand feet. Under these 
optimal conditions, says Bobbi, 
visibility is around 50 miles. 
Someone told me you could eas¬ 
ily see the Washington monu¬ 
ment, but I forgot to look for it 

I spot Braden Field on the 
right, and remember the somber 
event that turned my attention 
toward flying. We discuss the 
accident. I point out where Rog¬ 
er West and his passenger, Val¬ 
erie Maddox, went down on 
Lakeside Drive. From this alti¬ 
tude. Braden Field looks about as 
big as a postcard, a small grassy 
patch amidst a dense thicket of 
trees. On our left, looking like 
a pastoral kingdom, is the vast 
green sward of the Beltsville 


Agricultural Research Center. I 
recall flight instructor Alexan¬ 
der Barnes’s words to me after 
the crash: A pilot in trouble 
would have headed for BARC. 
From this vantage point, put¬ 
ting a plane down in Braden 
Field looks as hard as doing 
a high dive into a bathtub. 
Bobbi nods* 

My attention is divided, in 
this curious way, between the 
exhilaration I am feeling and the 
sobering remembrance of the 
dead, of the faces of the people 
who had rushed in vain to their 
rescue, of the words they strain¬ 
ed at to convey the gravity of 
what they had experienced. 
Somehow these feelings blend, 
as when a somber bass line is 
introduced under an exultant 
melody. Despite our ascent, out 
bodies and our instruments are 
still fragile, we are no nearer 
heaven, we are still essentially 
of the earth. *» 

lAnd I begin to wonder if my 
feeling is revealing something 
to me about the allure of flying. 
If that allure is constituted by 
some similar, seemingly para¬ 
doxical elements, that pulled me, 
and Roger West, into the air. 
Somehow flying seems an em¬ 
blem of modern man’s peculiar 
boldness. Risk is carefully man¬ 
aged—or, as Francis Bacon 
would put it, one obeys nature 
in order to command her—in ser¬ 
vice of a kind of freedom un¬ 
known to all previous genera¬ 
tions. It is quite safe, compara¬ 
tively. Yet there remains the 
suggestion that one is tempting 
fate, or the Fates. And when 
a rare mistake is made, there 
is a kind of vengeance. 

I spot my house (a unit in a 
GHI row) and these chill rumi¬ 
nations are banished in a warm 
bath of familiarity. The rest of 
the flight is a lark. 

When we hit the runway, the 
wheels make that abrasive 
squeak that everyone knows 
from the movies. It’s been great. 
I’ve got my Red Badge of Cour- 
age* I say my goodbyes to Bobbi 
Boucher and swagger off to the 
parking lot. But the familiar 
is less familiar than before. As 
I drive home, the car seems 
strange as a flying saucer. Even 
pushing in the overdrive button 
becomes weighted with signifi¬ 
cance. I look up at the trees 
that line Kenilworth Avenue, 
somehow seeing them for the 
first time, from here below.

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Council Looks at Trail Plan 
To Call for Public Hearings

At its December 13 regular meeting, the Greenbelt 
City Council is expected to consider what actions to take 
regarding the trails plan developed by a joint subcommittee 
of the Advisory Planning Board (APB) and the Parks and 
Recreation Advisory Board (PRAB). The plan consists of 
maps detailing pedestrian and bicycle trails along with a 
text describing the objectives of the plan and the capital 
improvements needed for implementation. 


The next step's, as outlined 
by Administrative Assistant Eric 
Berlin, at a November 15 work 
session, are council approval of 
the plan, modified as council sees 
fit, and direction from that body 
regarding the capital projects. 
Approval of the plan may make 
it easier for the city to obtain 
grants for the individual pro¬ 
jects- At the end of the meeting 
the council members called for 
separate public hearings in the 
core of the city and in Green¬ 
belt East. 

The plan had previously been 
presented to council at a De- 
ecenTber 1992 work session- Since 
then, neither the plan nor the 
major obstacles to implementa¬ 
tion have changed significantly. 
Portions of some of the recom¬ 
mended trails cross private prop¬ 
erty requiring either land ac¬ 
quisition or an easement from 
the property owner The other 
main constraint remains the 
city's tight budget situation. 

Metflo Related 

Several of the projects relate 
to the soon to open Metro sta¬ 
tion off Cherrywood Lane. These 
include a path from Springhill 
Lane directly to the station. This 
would provide a pedestrian and 
bicycle shortcut cutting more 
than a mile off Springhill Lake 
residents' trek to the station- 
However, most of this proposed 
path is on private property. A 
second proposed trail from the 
Indian Creek hiker^biker trail to 
the station would cross the same 
property. 

The most potentially costly 
Metro-related project is “safe 
crossing of Kenilworth Avenue 
from Crescent Road to Cherry- 
wood Lane" Council favors an 
overpass above Kenilworth and 
is seeking funds for a feasibility 
study. 

Park Trails 

The subcommittee proposed 
several trails in city parks. 
Thees include a pedestrian path 
from Belle Point to Greenbelt 
Lake; minimal improvements to 
the dirt path in the Boxwood 
buffer strip, a connecting path 
between the stream valley trail 
and Hillside Road between 9 and 
11 Courts and extension of the 
asphalt path .mm the Hillside 
Road underpass to the GHI town 
homes on Ridge Road The last 
two projects would be on GHI 
property and the last is, Berlin 
noted, controversial 

Greenbelt East 

The subcommittee recommends 
constructing a path, in accord¬ 
ance with the Greenbelt East 
Design Study, from the Green- 
briar Park to Greenbelt Road, 
along the edge of the Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School property 
to Frankfort Drive. However, 
they noted that this trail ends 
at one of the city's more dan¬ 
gerous road crossings. 

Other projects in Greenbelt 
East include constructing side¬ 
walks on Hanover Parkway from 
Greenbrook Drive to Schrom 
Hills Park, hiker-biker connec¬ 
tions from Mandan Road to Han¬ 
over Parkway along the Pepco 
right of way (although Berlin 
doubts that Pepco would grant 


the city permission to use its 
property), and from Greenbrook 
Manor to Hanover Parkway. Ad¬ 
ditional trails are also proposed 
for Schrom Hills Park although 
the subcommittee did not pro¬ 
pose specific routes due to the 
uncertainty about the final plan 
for Greenbrook Lake. 

The final project in the east¬ 
ern part of the city is for an 
overpass over the Capital Belt- 
way from the Maryland Trade 
Center Park area to Greenbelt 
Park. 

Perimeter Trail 

The city has long planned a 
trail through the parkland at 
the city's northern edge. The 
plan shows a trail through Par¬ 
cels 1 and 2, the wooded areas 
between Northway, Ridge Road 
and the Raltimore-Washington 
Parkway. Berlin said that al¬ 
though the rouite shown does 
not correspond to existing trails, 
it is the subcommittee's intent 
to use them and not build a new 
trail In approving the plan, APB 
and PRAB favored dirt trails 
3-4 feet wide, Berlin said, mini¬ 
mally improved over the existing 
paths- 

Conflict Points 

In addition to the Crescent 
Road/Kenilworth Avenue and 
Greenbelt Road/Frankfort Drive 
intersections, the plan identifies 
Cherrywood Lane at Greenbelt 
Road a major conflict poinit be¬ 
tween pedestrians/cyclists and 
motorists. The group did not 
propose any solutions for these 
three intersections, although 
council has since expressed a 
desire for overpasses at the first 
two locations. 

Bicycle Petition 

After the trails report was 
completed, the Greenbelt Bicycle 
Coalition has petitioned council 
for bicycle lanes on Cherrywood 
and Ivy Lanes, bicycle signage 
along these streets, a safe cross¬ 
ing of Kenilworth Avenue, To 
some extent, these requests are 
addressed in the plan. 

The coalition has also request¬ 
ed that the shoulders of Crescent 
Road be paved to improve safe¬ 
ty for bicyclists. The council has 
adopted a staff recommendation 
to consider these requests in con¬ 
junction with the trails plan. 
However, the coalition has asked 
that the bicycle issues be ad¬ 
dressed separately, particularly 
in light of the need for safe 
passage to the Metro station.

BED-WETTING (ENURESIS) 

Most children achieve bladder control by the age of three years A sizable percentage, 
however continue to wet the bed at night even into their teens. There are many possible rea¬ 
sons for bed-wetfing beyond infancy, therefore, before treatment is instituted, we try to find out 
the cause. 

Bed-wetting is divided into two categories: primary and secondary. The latter implies that 
the child has had at least one long period of no bed-wetting (at least three months), then started 
to wet the bed again. Primary enuresis means that the child was never toilet-trained for a rea- 
r^nable length of time. The usual causes of secondary enuresis are organic diseases or emo¬ 
tional factors Day-time wetting also indicates organic or emotional problems. Primary enur¬ 
esis is usually caused by developmental immaturity of the lower urinary tract 

How do wc go about sorting out the various causes of bed-wetting? First we rule out organic 
disease by a physical exam, lab tests and imagings. If these are normal (and thus we are deali 
ng with primary enuresis), we proceed as follows: 

Below six years: Behavior Modification; paste a gold star on a large calendar every time 
the child has a dry bed, then after fen gold stars give him a small prize. 

Over six years: two methods of treatment are very effective First, a gadget run on bat- 
teries. It is attached to the child's pajamas every night, he moment the child urinates an elec¬ 
trical circuit is closed (urine is a conductor of electricity) and a loud alarm or vibrations wi'll 
awaken the child This is a sophisticated form of behavior modification with a high rate of 
success. Its advantages are: no drugs involved, and relapse rate is low. Its disadvantages 
are: it requires high motivation, and length of treatment may take several months. Another 
effective treatment method is medication. There are three drugs in current use for this purpose. 
The first, and currently most popular, is DDAVP. It is administered through the nose once a 
day. It is a hormone which diminishes the child's urine output. Advantages: works very well 
and promptly, and it is very safe. Disadvantages: recurrence of bed-wetting is high when the 
drug is stopped, and it is quite expensive. (If the patient has a “prescription card” the latter 
is not a problem.) Tofranil (imipramine) is a mood-elevator, and we do not know how it works 
for bed-wetting . Advantages: it works very well and it is cheap Disadvantages: recurrence is 
moderately high when it is sotpped, and the drug is dangerous (it can affect the heart in rare 
circumstances). Ditropan (oxybutynin) is rarely used because it does not work as well as the 
previous two. If can cause dry mouth, blurred vision and urinary retention. 

When bed-wetting is caused by organic disease, other forms of treatment are required. In¬ 
fection (mostly in girls) is treated with antibiotics. Congenittal abnormalities of the urinary 
or nervous system usually require referral to an appropriate specialist, Occassionally certain 
food or drug allergies can cause bed-wetting due to an irritable bladder for which the. appro¬ 
priate treatment is avoidance of the culprit. Emotional causes of bed-wetting, such as the 
birth of a sibling, may be temporary; or they may be deep-seated, and may require the help of a 
psychiatrist. 

Sometimes bed-wetting may be an effective method on the part of a child to “get back” at his 
parents; especially if he or-she sees how much the bed-wetting irritates and annoys the adults in 
the family! 

Shaming and punishments are never indicated for bed-wetting They may work, but the 
emotional trauma they cause is not worth it. 

Advice to parents: try not to get upset, and dont make a fetish or mania out of this prob¬ 
lem, Make this the child’s problem and not yours If the child wets his bed, and there is no 
disease to account for it, stay calm and act as though you didn't care! He is the one who can't 
sleep over at his friend's house. He is the one who should wash his sheets and his clothes. When 
he realizes that you don't care, and that his iife-style suffers, he will make an effort to rid himself 
of the problem. Those who want to stop wetting the bed are the ones who stop fiastest.

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Astronomy Buffs Meet for Eclipse 


Glenn Dale Plan Approved

The County Council, acting as the District Council, has 
approved the Glenn Dale, Lanham, Seabrook Master Plan 
and accompanying Sectional Map Amendment (SMA). The 
SMA rezones land in the planning area in accord with plan 
changes approved by the District Council. The final action 
follows tentative decisions made by the council on Octob¬ 
er 20. 


When the moon dove through 
the earth’s shadow last Monday 
morning, November 29, members 
of the Greenbelt Astronomy Club 
were attending a Star Party in 
Northwiay Field. They observed 
the total lunar eclipse through 
a couple of telescopes and sev¬ 
eral pairs of binoculars, timing 
the disappearance of the brighter 
craters and taking pictures. 

!S|ky conditions were excep¬ 


tionally clear for the celestial 
event, which began Sunday night 
before midnight as the moon 
began inching into the earth’s 
penumbra. By 1 ajm. Monday 
the moon was completely inside 
the earth’s shadow, and :t re¬ 
appeared between 2 and 3:30 a.m. 
During totality, many stars that 
are normally lost in the glare 
of the moonlight became vis¬ 
ible, and a meteor was seen 


streaking through the constella¬ 
tion Perseus. 

The Greenbelt Astronomy Hub 
meets monthly, and membership 
is open to anyone who is inter¬ 
ested in astronomy. The next 
meeting is on Thursday, Decem¬ 
ber 30, at 7:30 p/m. at tne Owens 
Science Center. The major top¬ 
ics of discussion will be theor¬ 
ies about the Star of Bethlehem, 
and loCal light pollution prob¬ 
lems. 


The zoning proposed for large 
tracts of land on either side 
of Greenbelt Road in the Glenn 
Dale area was of the greatest 
concern to that area's residents 
and landowners. Totaling 750 
acres, the land had been placed 
in the R-E (Residential Estate) 
category by a 1980 SMA, a 
category that permits only one 
residence per acre. The land- 
owners were seeking restoration 
of the two-unit-per-acre R-R 
(Rural Residential) zone. 

The District Council compro¬ 
mised by rezoning the land east 
of Greenbelt Road, including the 
Glenn Dale Country Club, to the 
R-R zone but leaving the land 
west of the highway in the R-E 
zone. (Note: When traveling to¬ 
ward Glenn Dale from Greenbelt, 
Greenbelt Road curves to the 
south after Lanham-Sevein Road 
so that the north side of the 
highway becomes the east side 
and the south side becomes the 
west side). 

Castaidi Compromise 

The District Council action 
followed a proposal at the final 
work session by County Council 
member Richard Castaidi, who 
represents most of the Glenn 
Dale area as well as Greenbelt 
and Bowie, to use Gresnbelt 
Road to divide the land in order 
to take separate votes* Council

METRO TOUR 

(Continued from jpage one) 

Couch informed the media that 
most of the construction is near¬ 
ing completion; only minor items, 
such as line striping, signage and 
landscaping are still to be done. 
The Greenlbelt parking lot, how¬ 
ever, is only half completed. 
Couch does not expect this to 
be a problem, as it will take 
a while before the loit becomes 
fully used. By that time the re¬ 
mainder of construction will be 
done. Weather held up comple¬ 
tion, he said, 

, The Metro yard on the north 
side of the Beltway also is not 
complete. This will not affect 
rail service. The yard construc¬ 
tion, delayed by environmental 
concerns, is not expected to be 
completed until 1995. 

The Tour 

Upon entering the station, the 
flare card gates are straight 
ahead, the entrance to the MARC 
station is to the left and fare 
vending machines are to the 
right. Passing through the gates, 
which workers were busy test¬ 
ing, one sees escalators and stair¬ 
ways providing access to the 
station platform one level up 
(21 feet). The Metro tracks are 
on the Greenbelt side of the 
railroad tracks and at a higher 
elevation. 

Exposed to the elements, ex¬ 
cept for small glass-enclosed 
shelters and the peaked glass 
roof over it, the platform should 
be a brisk waiting place on 
windy days. Platform signs with 
arrows tell which train is next 
leaving the station, in case more 
than one train is there at a 
time. 

'From Greenbelt. the Metro 
train headed south next to the 
railroad tracks, passing the 
Branchville and Beltsviile indus¬ 
trial areas—not the most scenic 
part of the trip—and going un¬ 
der Greenbelt Road- The scenery 
improves, however, when the 
line passes Lake Artemesia on 
the left, a lake created as part 
of the Metro construction- Next 
comes the College Park airport, 
also on the left. To the right, 
there are glimpses of the chapel 
steeple at the University. 

College Park 

The College Park station is 
plunk in the middle of Calvert 
Road, closing the road, and next 
to the post office. Work is 
underway east of the station 
to construct a new road to carry 
traffic under the tracks to the 
north. That road, Paint Branch 
Parkway, will exit to Route 1 
opposite Campus Drive at the 
north gate of the University. 
This road is scheduled for com¬ 
pletion in January 1994. Metro 
built the underpass for the road 
and the county is building the 
rest. 

Leaving the College Park sta¬ 
tion, the Metro tracks rise to 
cross over the railroad track, 
bending to the west. Then the 
line descends below grade into 
a tunnel under University Park 
and beneath Queens Chapel Road 
to the Prince Georges Plaza sta¬ 
tion. 

Hanging Gardens of Babylon? 

While the line is below grade 
at the station, open cuts bring 
daylight to the platform. These 
open cuts have terraced walls 
with concrete vertical surfaces 
and landscaped horizontal sur¬ 
faces—sort of a modern hanging 
gardens of Babylon. 

The Prince Georges Plaza sta¬ 
tion is one of a kind. Besides 
the terraced landscaped walls, 
it is built above the tracks at 
ground level with a 1,000-space 
multilevel parking garage built 
above it After taking the esc a-

lators, elevator or stairs to the 
station and passing through the 
fare gates, one has only to walk 
a short distance to an elevator 
to reach the parking garage. 

This station is just south of 
East-West Highway. Looking 
out from the station, one sees 
kiss and ride parking and bus 
unloading areas, East-West 
Highway nd the Roy Rogers Res¬ 
taurant at the front of the shop¬ 
ping center. 

From the station, the line 
travels underground again, 
heading southwest. For a short 
distance, the line surfaces through 
parkland along the Northwest 
Branch of the Anacostia, then 
returns to a tunnel, emerging 
again at the West Hyattsville 
Station. This station is south¬ 
east of Hamilton §treet near Ager 
and Queens Chapel Roads. Lee’s 
Restaurant is the nearest build¬ 
ing to the station. 

Fort Totten 

Heading southwest, the rail 
line is elevated across the North¬ 
west Branch and enters a tunnel 
on a hillside. The remainder of 
the route to Fort Totten is un¬ 
derground, with the station plat¬ 
form below grade with a par¬ 
tially open cut. Here riders need 
to transfer to the Red Line to 
continue cn Metro, The station 
and access to adjacent streets 
are at grade level, one flight 
up from the Green Line. The Red 
Line is two flights up nd is 
elevated at the station. 

Persons wishing to go to down¬ 
town D.C- may be confused by 
the Red Line signs. The line’s 
destinations are Shady Grove and 
Wheaton. Both locations are to 
the northwest in Montgomery 
County. This is because the Red 
Line makes a big U-turn m 
downtown and doubles back to 
Montgomery County. People 
headed for downtown will take 
the Red Line to Shady Grove. 

Fort Totten is just off Riggs 
Road on First Place, N.E. be¬ 
tween North Capitol Street and 
South Dakota Avenue. It is to 
the northeast of Soldiers Home 
and north of Catholic University. 
The ride from Greenbelt to Fort 
Totten should take a little less 
than 15 minutes.

velops, then develop a solution 
for the entire area around the 
station. In approving the ban, 
council directed staff to meet 
with representatives of the of¬ 
fice park to try to work out a 
solution before the December 13 
meeting. 

While Slepicka agreed that the 
parking lots provide sufficient 
spaces without requiring the use 
of on-street parking, she said 
Ivy Lane parking provides an 
important convenience to the 
tenants. Ivy Meadows, who works 
in COP, said that on-street park¬ 
ing provides a safer option for 
her when working after dark. 

Several council members ar¬ 
gued that eliminating parking 
was necessary to provide bike 
lanes for Metro commuters. How¬ 
ever, there will be no bicycle 
lanes to get commuters from 
Ivy Lane to the station. Both 
City Manager Dan Hobbs and 
Wilson, in separate telephone 
interviews, said that additional 
council direction was needed be¬ 
fore bike lanes are marked on 
Ivy Lane. Hobbs added that the 
city must be careful what it 
designates as an official bicycle 
lane to minimize its legal lia¬ 
bility. 

Homestead Tax 

If property values increase 
significantly, residents may face 
higher assessments for city taxes 
than for county property taxes. 
The county council is expected 
to reduce the cap on assessment 
increases to 3% per year (from 
5%). The city council passed 
a motion to retain the 5% cap 
for city taxes. Without this mo¬ 
tion, the county limit would have 
applied. The city staff estimates

that the lower cap would reduce 
city revenue by $23,000. 

Although the vote was unani¬ 
mous, Mayor Antoinette Bram 
had expressed a desire to go back 
to the 10^: cap that existed two 
years ago. She feared that a tax 
hike would be required to offset 
the revenue loss. Council mem¬ 
bers Thomas White and Rodney 
Roberts favored the county's 3% 
limit. White argued that a lower 
cap “evens the load a bit” on 
homeowners relative to commer¬ 
cial property owners- However, 
when Roberts offered to with¬ 
draw his motion to permit an 
alternate with a lower cap, White 
declined, s.aying “we already 
have a motion on the floor.” 

Mayor pro tern Eld Putens de¬ 
clared himself “caught in be¬ 
tween.” Council member J Davis 
expressed no opinion except to 
second Roberts’ motion to retain 
the city’sS % cap.

To enter the station from the 
parking lot, a rider will go down 
a ramp and through a tunnel 
under the loop access road to 
the station entrance. The entrance 
is below the level of the park¬ 
ing lot. 

Construction 

New tunneling techniques were 
used for underground construc¬ 
tion of the new extension—one 
for areas with soft soil and the 
other for areas with hard rock. 

Bach Metro station has a sys¬ 
tem of backup batteries to op¬ 
erate emergency lighting and 
communications during a power 
outage Escalators and elevators 
will net work, however- Each 
segment of rail line obtains elec¬ 
tricity from two different power 
substations. If there is a power 
failure for one substation, the 
trains can continue to operate 
by using electricity from the 
other substation. 

Fares 

The Red Line goes to Union 
Station, as does MARC commu¬ 
ter rail. It will probably be 
quicker to take the commuter 
rail there, but it will be cheaper 
to use METRO. Regular commu¬ 
ter mil fare from Greenbelt is 
$2.75. The Metro fare is $230 


Each kiosk is equipped with tele¬ 
vision monitoring screens. Cam¬ 
eras are placed at key locations 
throughout the station. There are 
also two Passenger Emergency 
Response System devices (emer¬ 
gency telephones) on each sta¬ 
tion platform. 

Future Construction 

The 103-mile, 83-station Metro 
system is scheduled for com¬ 
pletion in the year 2001. At one 
time Greenbelt was to be the 
last station built on the system, 
but those plans have since 
changed. After the Greenbelt sta¬ 
tion opens, nine stations and 
four segments, 14 miles of the 
system, are still to be built- Next 
to open will be a one-station ex¬ 
tension of the Blue Line from 
Van Dorn Street to Franconk- 
Springfield, scheduled for mid- 
1997.

In late 1999, the next section 
of the Green Line is to be com¬ 
pleted, connecting Fort Totten 
to U Street-Cord\)za and adding 
two more stations- The final 
segment will extend the Green 
Line from Anacostia to Branch 
Avenue, adding four stations. It 
is expected to be completed in 
early 2001

Central Greenbelt 

Bus service in the central part 
of the city will change more 
than any other part of Green¬ 
belt. Now there are three bus 
routes: T15/16. F6, and Rll. 
Soon there will be the T15/16/17, 
R12, and 02. 

The T15/16/17 will travel the 
same route through the city 
as it does now. 

The new R12 bus will travel 
through the central part of 
Greenbelt on the same route the 
T15/16/17 does. It will only be 
a short trip to the Greenbelt 
Metro station on the R12. HeacL 
ing west, it will travel through 
Capital Office Park, over the 
Beltway on Cherrywood Lane 
and then to the Metro station. 
Heading east, the R12 will go 
to the New Carrollton Metro 
station through Greenbelt East. 

The newly modified C2 bus 
route will start in Greenbelt the 
same way the F6 does now and 
run the same route the existing 
F6 does till the west side of the 
University of Maryland (except 
for a side trip north up Cherry- 
wood Lane to the Greenbelt 
Metro station). 

Shopping Malls 

The T15/16/17, R12, and C2 
bus routes will go up to Beltway 
Plaza. Currently the T15/16, 
R12, C2, F6, and Rll go to Belt- 
way Plaza. 

The new G2 route will not go 
anywhere near Prince Georges 
Plaza- But the new R3 bus route 
will go up to Prince Georges 
Plaza. 

T15 16/17, R12, C2 

Seven bus routes will stop at 
the Greenbelt Metro station: 
T15/16/17, R12, C2, R3, 83, 87 
and 89. 

The T15/T6/17 route will re¬ 
main the same with additional 
spurs to the Greenlbelt Metro 
station at all times and Goddard 
Corporate Park during rush 
hour. 

The newly modified R12 route 
will go from the New Carrollton 
Metro station through Greenbelt 
East, Centra! Greenbelt, the 
Greenbelt Metro station, Beltway 
Plaza, Springhill Lake, and then 
along its existing route to the 
Deanwood Metro Station. 

The C2 will travel west on a 
route similar to the current C2 
and F6 routes. On the west side 
of the University of Maryland 
campus it will travel west on 
University Boulevard. Past the 
intersection at Riggs Road it 
will be the same as its current 
route. 

R3, 83, 87, 89 

The new R3 bus route will run 
between the Greenbelt, Prince 
Georges Plaza, and Fort Totten 
Metro stations. It starts at the 
Greenbelt Metro station then 
runs down Greenbelt Road, Uni¬ 
versity Boulevard, Metzerott 
Road, Adelphi Road to Prince 
Georges Plazia, then to the Prince 
Georges Plaza Metro station, and 
then on to the Fort Totten Metro 
station. 

The 83 will go along U.S. 
Route 1 as the 82/83 currently 
does. 

The 87 and 89 bus routes will 
travel from the Greenbelt Metro 
station north to Laurel.

Attorney General X Joseph 
Curran, Jr. joined Maryland PI- 
RG, the Maryland Poison Center 
and pediatricians from the Johns 
Hopkins Children’s Center to 
alert the public about the danger 
of child poisoning caused by ad¬ 
ult iron supplements. 

**Most of us don't realize how 
toxic iron supplements can be 
when swallowed accidently by 
children,” Curran said. “Doctors 
estimate that just five pills con¬ 
taining 60 mg of iron can be 
toxic to a 22-pound child, and 
10 pills can be fatal." 

Adult iron supplements, either 
alone or in combination with 
multivitamins, are the leading 
cause of pediatric poisoning in¬ 
gestion deaths reported to U.S. 
poison control centers. They of¬ 
ten come in brightly colored pills 
with sweet outer coatings that 
can attract children. 

“Take extra care to keep iron 
supplements out of the reach of 
your children." Curran said.

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK

My customers often come in and ask me how their vehicles are 
faring.
